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On Two Fronts 

The military situation in the Medi- 
terranean is changing so rapidly that it is 
. almost -impossible to form an even 
approximately accurate view of what is 
happening. In North Africa the tables 
seem to have been turned with dramatic 
effect. Between December and March the 
British Army of the Nile drove the 
Italians not only out of Egypt, but also 
out of Cyrenaica. By the skilful use of 
motorised units, General Sir Archibald 
Wavell upset all Marshal Graziani’s 
plans, and, although at a numerical dis- 
advantage, the British managed virtually 
to annihilate the Italian army. In the 
process, General Wavell’s comparatively 
light forces reached a point well to the 
west of Benghazi, although many of the 
military experts contended that they 
would have been better advised to halt in 
the neighbourhood of Tobruk, having 
achieved their main object—namely, to 
remove the Italian threat against Egypt 
and the Suez Canal. Then came Germany’s 
attack on Greece and Yugoslavia, which 
had been anticipated for some time by the 
British High Command. In order to 
honour their obligations towards the 
Greeks, the British transferred large 
numbers of troops and quantities of war 
materia] from North Africa to Greece, 
only to be caught, as it were, between 
wind and water. As our Military Corre- 
spondent has explained, the Germans were 
able to send Panzerdivisionen from Sicily 
to Tripoli. A strong detachment of the 
Italian fleet seems to have been used as a 
decoy off Cape Matapan; and, while 
Admiral Cunningham was winning one of 
the most notable sea victories of the war, 
the Germans took advantage of the 
diversion to ferry their tanks and 
armoured cars across the Sicilian Channel. 
Not for the first time in their military 
history, the British seem to have been 
guilty of the mistake which is known by 
card-players as ‘‘sending a boy on a 
man's errand.’’ Their forces in North 
Africa never were sufficiently strong. It 
is true that they were adequate to deal 
with the Italians; but German Panzer- 
divisionen are a vastly different “matter. 
When the Germans began their offensive 
in Cyrenaica, the British were forced to 
withdraw with all possible speed, not, 
indeed, because they were inferior to the 
Germans in either men or material, but 
simply because they had not sufficient 
numbers. The Germans used precisely the 
same tactics that had been employed 
against the Italians with such remarkable 
success. They not only advanced with 
their motorised units along the coastal 
road; they also cut across the desert, 
** by-passing’’ Tobruk en route, just as the 
British had “ by-passed’’ Bardia some 
time earlier. The British have withdrawn 
to a position chosen by themselves, and, 
presumably, they will put up a stiff fight 
rather than allow Egypt to be invaded by 
the Germans. Admittedly, the tables 
have been turned, but they have been 
turned with a difference. General Wavell 
set out to destroy the Italian army in the 
Western Desert. He succeeded to a very 
great extent. Apart from the loss of 
three captured cenerals—which appears to 
have been a piece of sheer bad luck— 
and of a couple of thousand men, the 
British have contrived to keep their forces 
intact; and the latest reports from the 
front suggest that the German advance, if 
not completely halted, is being contested 
with effective pertinacity. 

On the European mainland Germany’s 
offensive against Greece and Yugoslavia is 
developing more or less according to plan. 
The Germans never send a boy on a 
man’s errand. When they attack, they 
use overwhelming force. Furthermore, 
even after eighteen months of war they 
seem to be able to exploit the element of 
surprise against all their opponents. They 
had the choice of two lines of advance 


the valley of the Vardar; the difficult 
line was down the valley of the Struma. 
Most people thought that the Germans 
would deploy their forces along the 
Vardar. Actually they chose the Struma, 
catching the unfortunate Greeks on the 
wrong foot. They have achieved the 
initial successes that were anticipated by 
everybody. Once again Herr Hitler's 
generals have flown in the face of all the 
military experts; once again they have 
“got away with it.” Of course, it was 
absurd to expect that a little nation 
of seven million inhabitants could 
stand up to the German army, par- 
ticularly as it already was engaged in a 
bitter struggle against the might of 
Fascist Italy; and, in all the circum- 
stances, the Greeks have done remarkably 
well. They have been compelled to with- 
draw from the Koritza region, which they 
wrested so successfully from the Italians 
‘during the winter months; and it cannot 
be denied that they are being hard 
pressed. On the other hand, the Greeks 
have a common front with the British 
Expeditionary Force, the strength cf 
which remains a matter of conjecture. 
According to German reports, the 
British already are evacuating their 
troops from Greece; but this allega- 
tion is denied stoutly in London and 
Athens. The Graeco-British front runs, 
roughly, from the Pindus range to Mount 
Olympus, and, although the British admit 
that they have retired to fresh positions, 
they are giving valuable assistance to their 
Greek allies. In Yugoslavia, the German 
advance, which at first was spectacular, 
is beginning to meet stubborn resistance. 
The terrain in the southern part of the 
country favours the defenders, and the 
Serbian mountains are the best possible 
answers to Marshal von Liszt’s heavy 
tanks. Even Signor Gayda warns the

Darker Dublin 


We do not think that many people 
will quarrel with the Government’s latest 
Order, which restricts the use of public 
lighting. It will make a difference, 
assuredly, to our cheerfulness: a Dublin 
without neon signs or brilliantly iflu- 


minated shop windows will lose a sub. Í: 


stantial part of its nocturnal attraction. 
The cinemas and theatres, forbidden to 
illuminate their porticoes, will assume a 
somewhat funereal aspect, and the green, 
blue and red sky-signs which mean s0 
much to a visitor from blacked-out Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland will become 
a thing of the past. Nevertheless, there 
will be no real hardship—except, indeed, 
to the people whose livelihood depends on 
the manufacture of neon signs—and a 
substantial quantity of fuel will be saved. 
Much of the power necessary to operate 
the lights of Dublin depends upon 
imported coal; for the Liffey hydro- 
electric station is not yet in working 
order, and the Shannon is unable, at ‘ts 
present stage of development, to supply 
the requirements of the whole country. 
Economies must be effected somehow, and 
it is clearly more rational that they should 
be effected at the expense of luxury than 
at the expense of necessity. Nobody desires 
to have his private supply of current cut 
off during stated hours: citizens will miss 
the brilliance of the city streets, but their 
comparative gloom will do no great harm, 
and they will have the consolation of 
knowing that it postpones the day’ of 
serious rationing. In any event, the | 
central streets—which will be principally 
affected—will remain bright enough, even 
on the darkest night. If the neon signs 
had been ordered to extinguish themselves 
two years ago, before the new lighting 
system was installed, the tale would have 
been different, since Dublin’s main streets 
were largely dependent then upon the com- 
mercial signs, as a reinforcement to a 
thoroughly bad public system; but the 
present system is as good as that of any 
system in Europe—and this will remain, 
to outward view, the most cheerful capital 
in Europe. We venture to suggest to the 
Government that now is a time to kill 
two birds with one stone. Some day or 
other this State may find itself at war, 
and subject. to all the hardships of a 
belligerent nation—including the black- 
out. Nobody knows how the people will 
“‘ react ’’ to a black-out: the one certainty 
is that we shall share the experience of 
other cities, and will take a considerable 
time to adjust ourselves to the new condi- 
tions. Would it not be wise to hold, at 
least, a few rehearsals beforehand, while 
the darkness still comes early enough to 
make the experiment effective. There 
would be no need to test the entire city 
at one time: Rathmimes could be darkened 
on one night, the centre city during 
another, the Glasnevin region on a third, 
and so on; but within those’ areas under 
test it would be necessary to impose the 
black-out with all the rigour of war con- 
ditions. Thereby the air-raid wardens and 
the Local Security Force would obtain 
genuinely sound practice in their duties; 
the people would obtain a first lesson in 
how to accommodate themselves to real 
gloom—and, incidentally, a certain amount 
of power would be saved. Let us hope 
that the need of a prolonged black-out 
will not occur; but it is better to be sure 
than sorry. A few trials might make all 
the difference between helplessness and 
reasonable efficiency when, if ever, the 
night of crisis descends. | 


The Home Front 


It is reported in the Daily Telegraph 
that a list of civilian deaths caused by 
enemy action during the war, whether at 
sea, in the course of civil defence duty, 
in the homes, or at work, is being com- 
piled by the Imperial War Graves Com- 
mission in Britain. The Commission’s 
annual report, which has just been 
published, says that the memory of each 
civilian killed has an equal claim to be 
held in honour with each member of the 
fighting Services. In this war the “ home 
front ’’—a word which did not exist before 
the present war—has been as much “in 
the news” as any of the other battle- 
fronts. War has become a very familiar 
thing to the common people. It is no 
longer a.matter of waving the heroes a 
fond farewell from the quayside and of 
keeping the home fires burning until they 
return. There is no longer any question 
of volunteering for service; all the men 
who are fit for military duty have been 
conscripted into one or other of the forces, 
and the unmarried women have been 
enlisted in the auxiliary services. “There 
still remains, however, a large number of 
people—old men, old women, married 
women, children and invalids—and they 
are as much in the front line of battle 
as the actual combatants. These people 
must suffer many privations and hard- 
ships. They do not receive anything like 
their usual rations of food, and luxuries 
have become a thing of the past. They 
must work twice as hard as usual, and 
their working hours are considerably 
longer. In the evenings many of them 
spend what should be their “leisure 
hours ” at the A.R.P. centre. They have 
to forego the use of their motor cars. 
They must sit all night in their air-raid 
shelters and listen to the sound of the 
bombs dropping all around them. When 
the morning comes they must start work 
again in the tactories or in the offices 
among the ruins, and carry on as normal 
until again nightfall. Night after night 
the process is repeated. Scarcely a day 
passes without the news that more of the 
great cities of Europe have been bombed 
from the air. The moral of the people 
who sit at home is the moral of the

struggle if they are to retain faith in 


themselves and in the nation. Those of 
them who have distinguished themselves 
by brave actions in “Britain will receive 
the George Cross, but up to the present 
the many who have been killed as a result 
of air raids in their homes and at work 
have not received any especial tribute.

‘Generally they are of little use, very 


dangerous when damaged, and, above all, 
will require more time for rebuilding than 
is likely to be available. It is difficult, 
however, to imagine a London without 
towers and steeples. 


War Damage Scheme 


The first forms to be issued in con- 
nection with the War Damage Act have 
already been received in some areas of 
Britain by householders, who are required 
to furnish information as to the ownership 
and to give details of the terms of 
the tenancy with respect to any 
lease relating to the property. The 
staffs of the Inspectors of Income Tax 
of the Inland Revenue Department, who 
will administer this section of the Act, 
have been working through the Easter 
holiday to despatch the forms. Various 
little difficulties with regard to mortgages 
are being cleared up, and within the next 
few weeks the whole scheme should be in 
operation. 


Films in Schools 


The British Board of Education last 
year sent out several teachers to conduct 
an intensive campaign in reception areas 
regarding the use of films in schools, and 
a report on the twenty-thousand-mile 
travels of the teachers has just been issued 
by the British Film Institute. Many rural 
schools were inadequately equipped, while 
the apparatus in some places was badly 
neglected—particularly in the North of 
England, where eichty per cent. of the 
projectors have not been in use during the 
past twelve months, while generally there 
has been a poor supply of films and great 
ignorance among the school teachers of 
film technique. Some of the great pro- 
vincial cities, however, are spoken of as 
models for the rest of the country. It is 
suggested that a fairly large number ef 
regional libraries might solve the problem 
of film supplies, while the education of 
teachers in the use of apparatus would 
help very considerably. This has already 
been commenced in some districts. 


IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Elbow-room for the Parade 


Having just recovered from the @ect of 
the Easter holidays, I am beginning to 
sort out my impressions of the great 
parade on Sunday. 

Impressive it certainly was—by far the 
most impressive show of the kind that I 
have yet witnessed in Dublin. But nobody 
will accuse me of trying to ‘“‘ crab” the 
memory of a very distinguished day by 
repeating the criticism that thousands of 
citizens have been making to one another. 

The bearing of the various forces repre- 
sented left nothing to be desired. It was 
very different with the behaviour of the 
onlookers. They had started to encroach 
upon the roadway reserved for the troops 
even before the parade began, and long 
before it had finished they left little more 
than an inadequate janeway. 

I do not blame the police, and I take 
off my hat to the L.S.F. men in their new 
uniforms, who stfuggled to maintain 
gangway for the procession. 


In New York 


I do blame the people. It is always the 
same on public occasions; they simply 
must thrust forward and do their 
damnedst to make a mess of an impressive 
show. 

How they manage it in other countries 
I cannot tell. The people of New York 
have no high reputation for civic order- 
liness, but you will observe that they 
remain on the side-walks, leaving the 
entire street space to the troops, and 
thereby adding enormously to the dignity 
of a parade. 

Is it impossible to achieve the same 
result here: When matters have reached 
such a state that the wireless announcer 
must comment upon the crowd’s blocking 
of the route—in exactly the same tones 
that he would employ of a mob storming 
a football pitch—it is time to do some- 


thing about it. 
Children at Work 


One of the more desirable results of the 
war period among the younger members 
of our city is the change-over from gangs 
to A.R.P. Junior Wardens: In at least 
two districts the members of what used 
to be small boy gangs, fighting, or, per- 
haps, only quarrelling, in the strects, have 
all donned tin helmets and white arm 
bands. Moreover, they are taking it in 
real earnest, and have been studying the 
First Aid Book. 

And in another, more humble way, per- 
haps, the children are doing useful work. 
I am told by a representative of an 
urban Parish Council, which has instituted 
a scheme for the collection of waste paper, 
that the young people of the locality have 
responded to the effort with a right good- 
will and are giving really valuable assist- 
ance.

RADIO REPORTS OF

German Radio last night alleged 
that the British Expeditionary Force 
was leaving Greece. The announcer 
said that the evacuation was taking 
place from various points along the 
coast.

STRONG ALLIED LINE 


SATISFACTORY, SAYS 
ATHENS 


The general situation on the Greek 
war fronts was described as satisfac- 
tory in last night's Greek Press Minis- 
try communiqué. The Allied forces 
had consolidated their positions along 
a strong mountainous line, said the 
communiqué. On Monday there were 
no large-scale operations, and small 
German attacks were easily repulsed. 
In Western Macedonia small but de- 
termined attacks were made by Ger- 
man motorised troops, who were able 
to make a slight advance 

The withdrawal of Allied troops to 
pre-arranged positions was, said the 
Statement, carried out in complete 
order and according to plan. Roads 
and road junctions in the evacuated 
area were destroyed and bridges blown 
up. 

Although the Italians yesterday 
clarmed a great victory as the result of 
the withdrawal from the Koritza sector, 
said the Athens statement, actually the 
withdrawal was completed 48 hours be- 
lore the Italians learned of it. The 
Greeks left a small number of men to 
cover the retreat.

The impression was prevalent in in- 
formed quarters that the rapid 800-mile 
advance of the Axis forces had almost 
spent itself by the time it reached 
Sollum. The Germans by no means 
used only the coastal road, often cut- 
ting across vast stretches of desert. 
Such movements must inevitably take 
toll of th: equipment of the enemy, 
it was stated. In addition, the enemy 
had to contend with constant haras- 
sing by the British forces as they 
withdrew. 

Another factor in favour of the 
British was the R.A.F.’s domination in 
the Middle East. Although it seemed 
early yet to say the British had the 
upper hand over the Luftwaffe in 
Cyrenaica, all reports of the fighting 
showed that the desert squadrons were 
taking the same toll of German aircraft 
as they did oi the Italians before and 
during the British drive into Libya. 


“ FIERCE GERMAN 
ATTACK ” 


The second German attack on Tobruk 
was described as “ fierce ” in military 
circles. German casualties were very 
heavy for the size of the attack. which 
the British wg with few losses to 
themselves. pen fighting was going 
on around Sollum village, it was stated. 
with the British holding the lower half 
of the escarpment at the bottom of the 
cliffs.

A Press Association message from 
Cairo dated Tuesday states :— 

The Germans by-passed Tobruk in 
the belief that the British garrison 
there would be content to remain 
behind the strong fortifications con- 
structed by the Italians. But small 
British patrols have made continual 
sorties from Tobruk at night, captur- 
ing numbers of unwary Germans and 
pricking the left flank of the columns 
advancing to the Egyptian border. As 
a result the Germans launched two 
attacks against the fortress yesterday, 
but were flung back, with heavy losses. 
Although the spearhead of the German 
troops — comprising motor cyclists, 
armed with Tommy guns, followed by 
tanks and lorry-borne iafantry—has 
pushed on to Sollum, the Tobruk 
garrison continues to act as a brake to 
their advance, causing fighting and 
supply columns to make a detour in 
the desert, where the going is not so 
satisfactory. 

A German column, which followed 
in the tracks, made during the British 
advance to Benghazi and forced back 
British light forces from El Mechili— 
80 miles south-west of Derna—took 
some prisoners, which they handed 
over to the keeping of the Italians. 
| But the situation behind the German 
forward units is so disorganised owing 
to the speed of the advance that a 
number of the British prisoners were 
able to escape. ‘Two British officers,

A British Colonel likewise seized a 
staff car and set oft for Tobruk. The 
car broke down 20 miles from the 
post and he walked the rest of the way 
on foot. 


DESERT WARFARE 

There is evidence that in their efforts 
to emulate the blitz tactics, which were 
so successful in France, the Germans 
are underrating the strain of desert 
warfare. Even should the German 
Command continue to flog its troops 
and vehicles to the limit to gain further 
tracts of desert there is no cause for 
anxiety, sitice the enemy striking power 
will correspondingly weaken. 

Strong British forces have taken up 
positions to give battle in a strategical 
area chosen by the British Command. 
Moreover, the defences, which were 
constructed to halt the threatened 
lialian alvance Jast autumn, remain 
intact and stronger than ever. If the 
Germans ever reach these there is no 
doubt in the minds of the British Com- 
mand of the result of the large-scale 
clash which would follow.

R.A.F, RAIDS’ DAMAGE 


A communiqué from R.A.F. Head- 

uarters in the Middle-East, dated

Cyrenaica.—Continuous bombing and 
machine-gun attacks were made 
throughout yesterday and the previous 
night on enemy aerodromes and con- 
centrations of troops and motor trans- 
port in Cyreniaca. Heavy damage and 
many casualties were inflicted as a 
result of these raids, particularly in the 
lobruk area. At El Adem, Derna and 
Gambut military buildings were 
destroyed; heavy explosions occurred 
and direct hits were registered on dis- 
persed aircraft.

INCREASING

IN PRINCE ALBERT 
PARK 


With the exception of moose, prac- 
tically all species of wild life in Prince 
Albert National Park, Saskatchewan, 
showed increases in 1940, reports the 
park warden service. The most notice- 
able gains were made by elk, deer, 
beaver, fox, muskrats and _ rabbits. 
The decline in moose is attributed to 
the drying up of shallow Jakes, which 
caused these animals to migrate else- 
where for suitable feed, Bears were 
not so numerous around the town site 
of Waskesiu as last year. A number 
that had ‘become bothersome were 
bail and transported by truck for 
a distance of forty miles where they 
were released. 

Regular. patrols were carried out by 
the warden service throughout the 
year to ensure the protection of the 
ame animals and to collect informa- 
ion concerning. their condition and 
numbers. Predatory control activities 
included the snaring of wolves and 
coyotes. 

All species of bird life common to 
the park area are reported as lentiful, 
the most apparent being Hungarian 
partridge, and pintail, spruce and 
ruffed grouse. Among the migratory 
birds, duck -were most prominent, anc 
pelicans and cormorants were num- 
erous in the Lavalee Lake region. 
Pelicans were also seen at the north- 
west end of Waskesiu Lake.

“I will not,” he said, “pretend 
that I feel that in the nan ar eles 
fundamental education which must be 
the deciding factor in the life of a 
nation that we have been uniformly 
successful; there are aspects of it 
that are troubling me. For centuries 
our civilisation has been — suppressed, 
and our language and traditional cul- 
ture. We have to repair that warp 
and woof of tradition that has been 
broken, to create again the framework 
of a Gaelic society, without which 
we shall not be a nation. I confess 
that I am troubled by the slowness of 
our progress in that respect. The 
heart of our Gaelic civilisation is the 
Irish language, and if we do not save 
Irish we shall never again be able to 
win back the culture of our fathers. 


DISHEARTENING 


“After nearly twenty years of Gaelic- 
isation of the schools it is very dis- 
heartening to find that not even 50 
per cent. of the standards above 
Standard 2 do all their work through 
Irish in the Gaeltacht—in fact, 
through the almost complete pre- 
valence of English as the medium of 
instruction in the higher standards 
any headway that is being made in 
the lower standards is being lost. At 
this rate we shall, I fear, never save 
Irish, and if we fail in that we shall 
fail in the main struggle which has 


been kept up for nearly 9800 
years.’ He could not believe that 
the teachers would fail the Irish 
nation in so vital a matter. 


He asked for further co-operation in 
the vital and most urgent task of per- 
fecting plans as speedily as possible for 
the reception of evacuated children in 
the areas designated for this purpose. 

Dr. McManaway, Bishop of Clogher, 
said that the tedchers had done, and 
were doing, a great work for the 
country and for the children in their 
care. The parents ought to express 
more ós ha with the teachers, and 
the community at large ought also to 
have more sympathy with the teachers. 
Even without that sympathy the 
teachers had continued to turn out good 
citizens that were a credit to the 
schools, to the parents and to the 
country. 


EVACUATION PLANS 

Mr. Sean Moylan, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Co- 
Ordination of Defensive Measures, said 
that seventy thousand homes in the 
reception area had been surveyed, and 
offers had been received from fifteen 
thousand ot these to provide for about 
forty thousand of the quarter of a 
million people who had registered for 
evacuation. While a number of people 
had offered accommodation from high 
patriotic motives, the majority of offers 
came from those who saw in the 
State contribution towards maintenance 
some economic benefit to themselves. 


“The hour of national peril is 
here,” said Mr. Moylan, “and our 
choice is now between untrammelled 


individual liberty and national sub- 
mergence."’ ‘The one body likely to 
supervise the plans for the organisation 
of reception areas was the I.N.T.O., 
and he asked the members to co-operate 
in this new work. He suggested the 
appointment in each county of a teacher 


tion by the I.N.T.O. of & number of 
local officers to assist him. These 
officers will be erigaged on a whole-time 
basis, and substitute teachers will carry 
on school work in their absence. 


INSTITUTIONAL BASES 


Mr. Moylan also said that he pro- 
posed to take over every unoccupied or 
semi-occupied large house in reception 
areas and prepare them for reception 
of unaccompanied school children on 
an institutional basis. The continuance 
of the children’s education must form 
the subject of consultation between the 
Departments of Defence and Education 
and the I.N.T.O. Even with this 
accommodation available and ready, 
they would etill have to press for all 
possible space in ordinary dwelling- 
houses in the areas. 


SALARIES 


The president, Mr. H. A. Macaulay 
(Portadown), in his address, spoke of 
the inadequacy of teachers’ salaries. 
Salaries already below the normal base- 
line as agreed in 1920 should be made 
in some measure adequate for present 
needs, as had been hm in the case 
of all other workers. The unconscion- 
able delay, more pronounced in the case 
of the Government of Eire than in the 
North in salary adjustment, could not 
be defended on any score, and was in 
striking contrast to the indecent haste 
with which salaries were reduced on 
occasion. 

They were grateful, however, for the 
panel system, which went far towards 
solving the vexed question of ‘tenure 
for the teachers of Eire. Northern 
teachers, inspectors and officials in con- 
ference had ironed out the system of 
inspection, and generally speaking had 
made of it a smooth working co-opera- 
tive supervision as effective as it was 
generally harmonious. 

Frequent conferences between 
teachers and inspectors North and 
South promised to become a valuable 
feature of both systems. 

The central executive of the organi- 
sation some time ago made efforts to 
promote for purely educational advance- 
ment the formation of a federation of 
all teachers’ associations in Eire that 
the work of all grades of school might 
be co-ordinated and improved. Up to 
the moment they had been unsuccessful 
in achieving this federation, but were 
not without hope that it might yet be 
brought about. 

After his election as Vice-President, 
Mr. M. Coleman, Limerick, assured 
Mr. Moylan of the teachers’ co-opera- 
tion.

He said that he had been immensely 
impressed by her. '“ Her technique was 
almost faultless, her style of howing excel- 
lent, she had a good stance. the tone was 
beautifully varied. and her whole perform- 
ance was most masterly and vivid.” He 
advised her to work hard, improve her 
repertoire, and concentrate on musicianship, 
for she was one of the most promising 
young violinists that he had ever heard. 
Ile awarded her 98 marks out of a ssible

Ita Flynn, 11 Wolfe Tone street, Sligo,ewith 
83 marks. 

The other big competition of the day was 
the John Delaney Memorial Cup for Senior 
Pianoforte Playing and Interpretation, open 
to competitors of 18 years and over.
